The  Bail  Road  Bond  Act. 

v.'*  ^hall  pubKah  the  new  Rail  Ro.id 
5ond  luw  ia  full  and  tbeti  our  readers  can 
judge  for  themsel res  as  to  the  propriety  of 
the  people  ratifying  tjbe  law.  Tbc  luw  gives 
tbe  holders  of  the  Rail  Road  Boiid:^  too 
long  a  time  (ten  to  fifteen  ypiir.s},  to  avHii 
themselves  of  its  provisions.  Iluring  ti.ik 
long  time,  the  500,000  acres  of  land  that 
is  to  be  given  in  full  payment  of  the  bonds 
remains  exempt  from  taxation,  W'c  thii.k 
this  providion  very  objccUonablCf  and  .t 
may  prove  the  grounds  upon  which  tiiu 
ratification  of  this  new  l^t^tslaiioii  vstll  be 
defeated.  There  are  other  objectionable 
features  in  this  new  law,  but  as  the  people 
do  not  have  to  vote  upon  the  quesiiun  uia.l 
the  fall  election,  there  will  be  umpl^i  time 
to  exaraioa  the  matter.

On  all  leading  questions  agitating  the 
pubhc  mind,  1  Will  always  express  my 
views  1^  Oongress,  aiKl  ur^e  them  accord- 
n)g  tn  my  jutl^ments  and  when  I  think  it 
iutvi.table  1  will  exerciitc  ike  constitutional 
privilege  of  interposing  tbe  veto  to  defeat 
measures  whi«ih  I  oppose ;  but  all  laws  will 
be  faithfully  txeculed,  whether  they  meet 
my  approval  •  r  not.  I  shall  on  all  sub- 
jfCts  iiavG  a -policy  to  recommend,  none  to 
^•nforce  against  the  will  of  the  people; 
laws  are  to  govern  all  alike,  those  opposed 
lo,  a3  well  as  those  who  favor  them.  I 
know  no  method  to  seeure  the  repeal  of 
bail  '  r  obn-'xious  laws  so  effective  as  their 
-itriDgunt  execution. 

The  country  having  just  emerged  from 
a  gr«al  rebellion,  many  questions  will 
rome  before  it  for  si  Itlement  in  the  next 
toiir  jcars  which  the  preceding  Adtninis 
miiion*  have  never  had  to  deal  with.  In 
uncling  thts;  it  is  desirable  that  they 
should  be  approached  calmly,  without 
pttjudice,  hate  or  sec'ional  pride,  remem- 
ber I  ng  that  the  greatest  good  to  the  greates-t 
'juraber  is  tlie  object  to  be  attain'  d.  This 
requires  security  of  person  and  property 
and  tolera  ion  for  religious  and  political 
•  pinion  in  cveiy  j  art  of  our  common 
couutrj',  -without  regard  to  local  prejudice. 
L»ws  lo  secure  the^e  will  receive  my  befct 
etforts  for  ihelr  enfortHiment. 

A  great  debt  has  been  contracted  in 
securing  t«>  us  and  our  posterity  the  Union. 
The  payment  of  this,  principal  and  in- 
terest, as  well  as  a  return  to  a  specie 
'taxia,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  accomplished 
without  niatenal  detriment  to  the  debtor 
class  or  to  the  country  at  large,  must  be 
provided  for. 

We  must  protect  the  national  honor. 
E -ery  dcdlar  ot  V>b  Government  indebted 
u<  as  should  be  paid  in  g<>ld,  unless  other- 
wise expressly  stipulated  in  the  contract. 
Let  it  bt  understood  tha!  uo  repudiator  of 
nj>  f  .rthin£^  >  i  our  public  debt  will  be 
triis:.ed  in  public  place,  and  it  will  ro  far 
toward  strengthening  a  credit  which 
ought  to  be  the  best  in  the  wtirld,  and  will, 
ultinmtely,  enable  us  to  replace  the  debt 
with  bo, ids  bearing  less  interest  than  we 
now  pay  To  this  shoud  be  added  a  faith- 
ful collection  of  the  revenue,  a  strict  ac- 
(!<»ui  tability  t<^  the  Treasury  f.ir  every 
dollar  colJected,  and  the  gteatest  practica- 
ble r  trenchment  iu  expenditure  in  every 
Departnient  of  the  Government.  When 
wc  corapnre  the  paying  capacity  of  the 
country  now,  with  ten  States  still  in  pov- 
erty, from  the  effects  of  war,  but  soon  to 
emerge,  I  trust,  into  greater  prosperity 
ih*u  ever  before,  with  its  paying  capacity 
tw  enty  five  years  aj?o,  and  calculate  what 
it  will  bu  twenty-five  years  hence,  who 
(•an  doubt  the  feasitiiiity  of  paying  every 
d  'liar  then  with  more  ease  than  we  now 
pay  for  usele  s  luxuries  ? 

Why,  it  looks  as  though  Providence  had 
bestowed  upon  us  the  strong  box — the 
precious  metjvls  locked  up  in  the  sterile 
OKiuitains  of  the  far  West,  which  we  are 
now  forging  the  key  to  unlock— to  meet 
the  very  contingency  that  is  now  upon 
U.S.  Ultimately  it  may  be  necessary  to  in 
crcisc  the  lacilities  to  reach  these  riches 
and  it  may  be  necessary,  also,  that  the 
General  Govert^ment  should  give  its  aid  to 
secure  this  access,  but  that  should  only  be 
when  a  dollar  of  obligation  to  pay  secures 
prteisfcly  the  same  sort  of  dollar  to  use 
now,  and  not  before. 

While  the  question  of  specie  payment 
is  in  abeyance,  the  prudent  busicess  man 
is  caretui  ab«)Ut  contrading  i^tbts  payable 
in  the  distant  future.  The  nation  should 
follow  the  same  rule.  A  prostrate  com- 
merce is  to  be  rebuilt  and  all  indus'rics  en- 
couragtd.  The  3  oung  men  of  thecojantry 
.r^those  who,  from  tlieir  age,  must  ne  its 
rulers  iwentj  five  jeais  hence — have  a  pe- 
culiar iitt^rest  ui  'maintaining  the  national 
honor.  A  moment's  reflection  as  to  what 
will  be  our  C' mtnandiiig  intluence  among 
the  nationt-  of  the  earth  in  their  day,  it 
they  are  only  true  to  themselves,  should 
rspire  them  with  national  pride.  All  di- 
visions, geographical,  political  and  re- 
Heious,  can  join  in  this  common  senti- 
ment. 

How  the  public  debt  is  to  be  paid,  or 
sp'ecie  payment  resumed,  is  not  so  im- 
portant as  tliat  a  plan  should  be  adopted 
and  ftcquiesc-d  in.  A  unit«d  determina- 
tion to  do  is  worth  more  than  divided 
counsel  up>tn  the  method  of  doing.  Leg- 
islation upon  the  subject  may  not  be 
necessary  now,  or  even  advisable,  but  it 
will  1)0  when  the  civil  law  is  more  fully 
restored  in  all  parts  of  ihe  country,  and 
trade  resumes  its  wonted  channel. 

It  will  be  my  endeavor  to  execute  all 
laws  in  good  faith,  collect  all  revenues  as- 
sessedj  and  to  have  them  properly  ac- 
cottnted  for  and  economically  disbursed. 
I  shall,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  appoint 
to  ofiBce  those  only  who  will  carry  out 
thit  de.sign. 

In  regard  to  foreign  policy,  I  would  deal 
with  uutions  equitably,  as  the  law  re- 
quires individuals  to  deal  with  each  other, 
and  I  would  protect  a  law-abiding  citizen, 
whether  iif  foreign  or  native  birth,  wher- 
ever his  rights  are  jeopardized  or  the  flag 
of  our  country  floats.  I  would  respect 
the  ritrhts  of  all  nations,  demanding  equal 
respect  for  our  own.  If  others  depart 
from  this  rule  in  their  dealings  with  us 
we  may  be  compelled  to  follow  their  pre- 
cedent. 

The  proper  treatment  of  the  original  oc- 
cupants of  this  land — the  Indians— is  one 
deserving  care  aurt  equal  study,  and  I  will 
frtvor  any  course  t.<jward  them  which  tends 
to  tbi,'ir  civilization,  Christianization  and 
nltlmatp  cittzensliip. 

The  question  of  ecffrape  is  one  which  is 
likely  to  agitate  the  public  so  long  as  a 
portion  of  the  citizens  of  the  nation  are 
excluded  from  its  privileges  in  any  State. 
It  seems  to  me  very  desirable  that  this 
question  should  be  settled  now.  I  enter- 
tain the  hope,  and  express  the  desire, 
that  it  maybe  by  the  ratification  of  the 
loth  arlicle  of  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution. 

In  coniSusion,  I  ask  patient  forbearance, 
one  towards  another,  throughout  the  land, 
and  a  determined  effort  on  the  part  ot 
every  citizen  to  do  his  share  towards  com- 
mencing a  happy  Union,  and  I  a.'»k  the 
prayers  of  the  nation  to  Almighty  God  in 
behalf  of  this  consummation.

from  the  oris  -n  atm-isphere  jibout  hira. 
A  widowed  mother  and  two  young 'lati^h- 
t«  rs  depend  upon  Lim  for  support,  and  he 
expresses  himself  as  anxious  to  bo  with 
them.  Efforts  are  being  ma<Je  ti  secure 
his  pardon  at  the  hands  of  l^resident  .John- 
son ;  but,  it  he  is  uot  pardoutd,  the 
Constitulifn  guarimtets  him  a  speedy  trial, 
and  it  is  made  tbe  duty  of  the  courts  and 
the  government  to  see  that  this  is  not  only 
accorded  to  him,  but  insisted  upon.

That  was  a  sad 
and  painful  record  which  the  hand  of  the 
story-writer  tracrd  in  the  lite  of  Philip 
Nolan,  but  here  is  a  man  without  a  coun- 
iry  and  without  a  trial,  whose  few  years 
oi  sufft  ring  reverse  the  natural  order,  and 
make  the  truth  of  history  lock  for  a  paral- 
lel in  the  tales  of  fiction.- iV't"-  York  Tri- 
bune.

It  a  only  two 
BioBtbi  eiace  tbej  dispfttched  all  tlio  busi- 
iies«  berore  tho  Board  and  left  n  clean 
docket,  and  yet  it  i»  really  surprising  to 
nee  the  largs  amoaot  of  business  tbut  has 
accomnlated  in  th«  Anditor'd  office  since 
their  lait  MSUOQ.  On  tba  opening  of  the 
Board  on  Tuesday,  a  large  nomber  of 
petitions  for  tb«  alteration  of  Schojl  dis- 
(ricts  were  presented.  Each  petition  was 
Accompanied  by  a  large  number  of  (ho 
inhabitants  cf  the  school  diatricts  to  be 
aflTected  by  the  change,  some  in  support  of 
the  petition  and  others  to  remouatratu 
•gainst  any  change. 

It  being  represented  to  the  Bo.trd  that 
the  Legislature  had  recently  nmdu  some 
important  changes  in  the  law  coiiceniing 
the  powers  and  duties  of  County  Coinuiis- 
siouers  in  regard  to  school  districts,  the 
buard  conndered  it  *bt>st  to  postpone  the 
consideration  of  school  district  matters 
vntil  they  could  ascertain  what  chiiugcs 
bad  been  made  in  the  luw. 

During  Tuesday  a  Ir.rge  niimbor  of  lax 
payers  were  before  the  Board  to  hnve  ex- 
cessive assessment  of  taxes  abated,  and 
as  most  of  the  applicants  were  .ni>Ie  to 
make  out  a  clear  case,  they  generally  suc- 
ceeded. 

A  very  interesting  discussion  took  place 
npon  a  petition  for  tht*  focalfon  of  a  r(>H>l 
running  east  and  west  along  the  edge  of 
the  timber  about  a  mile  a:id  a  half  suutii 
of  Shakopee,  running  partly  thruugii  tho 
towDS  of  :ihakopee  nnd  Luuiaviile.  Tliu 
member  from  the  First  District  insisted 
that  the  Board  had  no  povver  to  locate  a 
road  which  only  run  into  two  towns  ia  the 
same  county  ;  that  in  such  case  the  town 
supervisorj  were  the  prop.T  authorities 
for  locating  a  new  road.  lie  expouii<le.i 
the  law  to  his  own  satisfaction,  and  b  in;.' 
a  lawyer,  he  knew  he  was  ri^rhi.  I>ul  th*- 
petitioners  procured  a  special  attoruey  vh" 
was  not  licensed  as  an  attornry  ai  law.  but 
he  advocated  his  case  su  well,  and  ex 
pounded  the  law  so  clenrly,  thai  the  coat 
missioners,  four  to  one,  concluded  ti>Hi 
thef  bad  jurisdiction  in  such  cases.

During  Tuesday  a  hirje  number  of  \n\ 
payers  were  before  the  Board  to  hnve  ex- 
cessive assessment  of  taxes  abated,  and 
at  most  of  the  applicants  were  able  to 
mnke  out  a  clear  case,  they  gcueraily  suc- 
ceeded. 

A  very  interesting  discawion  took  place 
upon  a  petition  for  the  location  of  a  loa^l 
running  east  and  west  along  the  edge  of 
the  timber  about  a  mile  a:i<l  a  half  suutli 
of  Shakopee,  runniiig  partly  through  the 
towns  of  thakopee  mid  Louisviile.  Tlu- 
member  from  the  First  Diatiiet  insisted 
that  the  Board  had  no  power  to  locate  a

Dispatches  firom  various  points  in  Can- 
ada, on  the  13th,  represent  the  snowstorm 
to  be  unprecedented.

A  aiomcnt  after,  a 
man  was  discovered  clinffing  tooneof  tiir 
wires  of  tbe  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company,  that  stretched  across  the  build- 
ing. From  here,  he  was  seen  to  work  his 
way  slowly  toward  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  blazing  structure.

278,  our  wagon  hastened  to  the  corner  of 
Washington  and  CiPal  glrcels  ;  in  a  short 
time  Moriarty  and  myself  were  sent  to  the 
top  of  the  burning  buildiog ;  arriving 
there  we  were  soon  followed  by  three 
hosemen  of  the  A.  C.  C<.-vi;ntry  j' we  at 
once  proceeded  to  cut  an  aperture  through 
the  roof,  the  otbf.r  men  WHiting  the  re.«ult 
j  of  our  work.  We  had  hacked  away  a  few 
moment.^,  when  at  once  I  experienced  a 
port  of  sinking  senpation,  and  guessing 
what  was  the  matter,  I  sprang  to  the  edge

One  of  the 
mcmhers  of  the  staff  of  the  General  next 
enttred.  Carriages  with  the  committees 
of  Congress  and  of  different  organizations 
were  present. 

As  the  procession  started,  the  bands 
struck  up  "  Hail  to  the  Chief."

Four    Firemen    Burned 
Chicago. 


to    Death    In 


An  appalling  catastrophe  occurred  at  a 
destructive  conflagration  in  Chicago,  on 
the  night  of  the  5lh  instant,  by  which  four 
heroic  firemen  lost  their  lives.  The  fire 
occurred  in  a  lirge  three-story  brick  build 
ing  on  the  west  side  of  Canal  street,  at  its 
intersection  with  Wnshmgton,  used  chiefly 
as  a  sash,  bliitd  and  door  factory.  Says 
the  Chicago  Republican  :  "  The  firemen 
were  promptly  on  the  spot,  and  put  forth 
their  every  endeavor  to  master  the  flames. 
The  larger  portion  of  the  structure  was 
.stored  with  the  most  combustible  of  ma- 
terial. The  strong  wind  that  prevailed 
worked  seriously  against  those  who  were 
striving  to  subdue  the  conflagration,  and 
f'T  a  time  it  was  feared  that  the  burning 
builLling  wou'ii  not  only  be  destroyed,  but 
that  many  of  the  adjacent  strtirtnres 
vrould  also  sutler.'  The  roof  was  believed 
to  be  still  safe,  and  accordingly,  at  a  few 


ppecie  payments

With  this  record  the  Fortieth  Congress 
dies,  and  the  Forty-first  Congress  inherits 
the  unfinished  business,  the  infamy,  and 
the  balance  of  the  contingent  fund  in  the 
Hou>-e  and  Senate  of  its  predecessor. 
Composed,  as  the  new  Congress  is,  largely

There  w^e  eight  grand  divisions  in  line; 
the  first  under  Col.  Wallace,  and  composed 
of  regulars,  escoitlcg  the  General  and 
Vice  President  elect ;  the  second  division 
composed  of  volunteers,  including  two 
colorevl  organizations;  the  third  division 
was  coinpo>ed  of  prominent  civil  oflScers 
of  the  Gnveriment,  Foreign  Ministers, 
Grant  and  Colfnx  Electors,  officers  of  the 
I  army,  navy  and  marine  corps,  corporate 
authorities  of  this  city  and  Georgetown  ; 
fourtli  division,  of  the'  Republican  politi- 
cal organizatttms  of  this  place  and  else- 
when-;  ti'th  division,  o I  sailors  and  sol- 
diers. Union  Grant  and  Colfax  clubs;  tbe 
others  of  the  United  States  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  its  visitors,  and  the  city  of 
Washington  Fire  Department  and  its  vis- 
itors. 

Among  the  prominent  objects  of  at- 
traction was  a  miniature  ship,  fully  rigged 
and  manned,  and  a  printing  press  in  op- 
eration. 

The  hoad  of  the  parade  having  reached 
the  Capitol,  the  President  elect  entered  to 
take  the  oath  and  deliver  his  inaugural 
atidreiis.  Tiie  throng  of  human  beings  in 
the  front  exceeded  anything  of  the  kind 
:  ever  before  witnessed  liere.  The  proces- 
sion was  about  one  hour  in  passing  a 
given  point. 

Messrs.  Sherman  and  Whyte  were  ap- 
pointed a  coinmittee  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate  to  inform  the  President  that  that 
body  was  ready  to  adjourn  about  11 J.^ 
o'clock.  The  unsuccessful  attempt  to  take 
up  the  bill  to  repeal  the  Tenure-of-Office 
act  was  followed  by  a  little  period  of  in- 
action, and  as  there  appeared  to  be  no  fur- 
ther business  to  transMCt,  or,  at  least  no 
dispofcition  to  i.o  anythi"g  else,  apparent- 
ly, by  common  consent,  the  Senators  began 
to  ctiat  with  each  other  and  change  seats, 
aud  iu  a  few  minutes  the  desks  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  chamber  were  left  va- 
c<iut  for  the  occupation  of  the  diplomatic 
',  corps  and  other  invited  guests,  who  kept 
coining. 

The  diplomats,  however,  entered  in  a 
body,  and  attracted  immediate  attention, 
by  the  splcudnr  of  their  uuif  )rm  and  dig- 
nified bearii  g.  All  the  legati(ms  were  re- 
presented and  the  ministers  of  the  princi- 
pal foreign  nations  were  all  present,  except 
liaron  Geroli  of  Prussia,  who  was  detain- 
ed by  sickntF.s.  Among  those  present  who 
were  particularly  noticed  was  Hon.  Ed- 
ward Thornton,  Minist^T  from  England  ; 
M  BertUcmy,  French  Minister  ;  Chevalier 
Cerrenti,  Minister  from  Italy  and  Biacque 
Bey.  Turkish  Kmbassaiior,  who  sat  in  the 
front  lit.e.  Behind  the  Ministers  and 
Chargtis  dWffairn,  were  arranged  a  large 
number  of  Secretaries  and  attaclKn  of 
vari'-us  kgaiions,  who  were  also  in  many 
instances  gorgeously  attired. 

So.m  afterward  a  burst  of  excitement 
called  attention  to  the  appearance  at  a 
siiie  door  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent elect,  who  entered  arm  in  arm,  with 
t^enators  Cragin  and  McCreery,  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  escort  them  to  the 
Chamber.  Almost  at  the  same  moment, 
aad  before  they  had  reached  the  open 
space  iu  front  of  the  chair,  the  door  at 
the  main  entiance  was  thrown  open,  and 
the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  headed 
by  Chief  Justice  Chase,  and  clad  in  the 
robes  ol  office,  entered  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber, and  walked  in  procession  down  the 
center  aisle  and  took  the  seats  prepared 
for  them  in  front  of  the  rostrum. 

Grant  had  in  the  meantime  been  con- 
ducted to  a  chair  immediately  in  front  of 
the  clerk's  desk,  and  sat  there  facing  the 
audience,  the  target  for  several  thousand 
eyes,  whose  gaze  he  seemed  neither  to 
avoid  nor  renlize,  but  exhibited  his  usual 
self-possession  and  unassuming  demeanor. 

A  seat  to  the  left  of  that  prepared  lor 

Gen.  Grant,  was  in  readiness  for  Presi- 

;  dent  Johnson,  but  was  not  occupied,  nor 

was  the  latter  in  the  Capitol  this  morning, 

,  but  figned  bills  as  they  were  sent  to  him, 

at  the  White  House. 

The  Presiding  Officer  having  announced 
that  all  was  in  readiness  for  the  inaugura- 
tion of  the  Vice-President  elect,  Mr.  Col- 
fax advanced  up  the  steps  of  the  rostrum, 
and  facing  the  Presiding  Officer,  took  the 
usual  oath  of  office,  which  the  latter  ad- 
ministered. 

The  organization  of  the  new  Senate 
having  been  completed,  it  was  annonmed 
that  the  Senate,  Supreme  Court  and  invited 
spectators,  would  proceed  to  the  east  por- 
tico of  the  Capitol  to  participate  in  cere- 
monies of  the  inauguration  of  the  Presi- 
dent elect. 

A  procession  was  accordingly  formed, 
an"',  the  late  occupants  of  the  floor  of  the 
fc^enate  pr  )ceeded  through  the  corridors 
and  rotunda  to  the  space  indicated,  in  the 
following  order : 

The  Marshal  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Chlel  Jwstlce  and  Associate  Justices  of  the  Su- 
preme t'ourt. 

Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate. 

President-elect  with  members  of  the  Committee 
of  Arrangements. 

The  Vice-President  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

Tlie  mtmbers  of  tbe  Senate 

The  Diplomatic  Corps. 

Ki-mi-mbers  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  members-elect  to  the  Forty-first  Congress. 

Heads  of  Departments. 

Governors  of  States  and  Territories. 

Officers  of  the  army  and  navy,  and  all  other  per- 
sons who  had  been  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the 
Senate. 

In  front  of  the  portico,  but  about  ten 
feet  lower,  being  on  a  level  with  the  first 
landing  place  of  the  flight  of  marble  steps, 
had  been  constructed  a  platform  capable 
at  accommodating,  together  withthestep, 
about  five  or  six  hundn-d  persons.  Ii  has 
a  semi  circular  front,  which  was  covered 
with  wreathes  of  evergreen.  The  Nation- 
al flag  was  also  entwined  with  two  of  the 
columns  supporting  the  pediment  of  the 
portico. 

On  reaching  the  platform  the  President- 
elect tof>k   the  seat  provided  for  him,  di- 
rtcily  in  front  of  the  center.  Vice  Presi-  i 
dent  Colfax  and  the  Scrgeat-at-Arms  (in 


charge  of  the  ceremonies)  sitting  on  his 
right,  and  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  on  his  left.  Th*  Senate  Committee 
of  Arrangements  were  near  8 1  hand,  and 
next  in  the  rear,  the  Associate  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  oceiipied  Beats  on  the 
left,  and  the  Members  and  Secretary  of 
the  Senate  on  the  right.  Tht;  Diplomatic 
Corps  were  to  have  occupied  seats  next  in 
the  rear  of  the  Supreme  Court,  but  were 
not  sufficiently  alert  to  preveiit  themselves 
from  being  crowded  into  the  tiack  ground, 
by  the  members  of  the  House  of^Reprc- 
sentatives  and  others  who  secured  the 
foremost  places  remaining,  and  left  diplo- 
mats to  their  chances  with  tlie  officers  of 
the  army  and  navy  and  otherii  on 'the  steps 
and  portico,  where,  perhaps,  they  fared 
better,  being  less  crowded  aiid  havine  a 
better  view  of  the  general  scene,  'the 
rain  had  ceased,  and  thougt  the  atmos- 
phere was  damp,  the  heavy  weather 
seempd  to  have  no  chilling  effect  up'^n 
the  general  enthusiasm.  The  grounds 
opposite  and  the  street  adj. lining  were 
packed  with  human  beings.  Mr.  Grant, 
and  a  little  behind  him  sat  Mrs.  Grant, 
accompanied  by  her  sister,  Mrs.  Sharp,' 
and  Mrs.  Casey,  her  sister-in-law,  Mrs. 
Gen.  Dent  and  her  children,  Jpunie  and 
Nellie,  and  Masters  Fred,  and  U.  S  ,  Jr., 

The  shouts  and  bursts  of  ncusic  from  a 
dozen  binds  subsided  as  tbe  President- 
elect and  Chief  Justice  of  the  United 
States  rose  simultaneously,  aid  the  latter 
commenced  in  clear  and  8ol<»mn  tones  to 
recite  the  formula  of  the  Presidential  oath 
of  office,  which  Gen.  Grant  reverently 
took,  when  tne  boom  ot  cannon  and 
shouts  of  the  vast  multitude  burst  forth. 
Partial  quiet  having  been  restored,  the 
President  rose  and  proceeded  to  read  from 
manu.script,  his  inaugural  ad<1ress. 

During  the  delivery  of  the  address,  lit- 
tle Nellie  Grant  was  lil'ti?d  over  the 
shoulders  of  the  intermeiliati?  spectators, 
until  she  reach*  d  the  side  cf  her  father, 
where  she  stood  sime  timu  ur-seen  and 
unnoticed  by  him,  bat  so  smiling  and 
happy  and  brightly  innocent  in  her  pres- 
ence, she  seemed  to  lend  a  lt  eam  of  sun- 
shine to  the  scene,  and  the  incident  called 
forth  many  exprethions  of  pleasure  and 
admiration. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  the 
President  was  warmly  congratulated  by 
his  friends,  and  soon  af1;erw8rd  left  in  his 
carriage  for  the  White  House 

The  procession  re-formed  and  t<>ok  up 
the  line  of  march  in  the  same  direction, 
and  the  Senate  having  returned  to  their 
Chamber,  the  crowd  di.'^persei  and  the  in- 
auguration cermonies  were  brought  to  a 
conclusion. 

President    Grant    reachetl    the   White 
House  alter  his  inauguration,  about  2  p. 
m.    He  was  met  at  the  doo:r  by  Genera,. 
Schofield,  Secretary  of  War,  wh<i  had  been 
left  by  Mr.  Johnson  in  charge  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Office.    The  latter  left  the  White 
House  at  13  o'clock,  with  the  metnbers  of  \ 
his  Cabinet,    exceot    G-neral    Schofield   ' 
Vice  President  Colfax  also  jiccompanied  i 
President  Grant  to  the  ^^'hile  House.    The 
members  of    the  staff  of  General    Grant  ' 
were  all  present.    An  immentie  multitude  | 
congregated  outside  the  gates  of  the  man-  . 
sion  in  the  belief  there  would  Ik  a  general  : 


he  bec»w«  the  vicUm  of  &  persecution  ai

No  man  ccrUinly  of  tbe  present  age  has 
been  slandered  and  vibfi'xl  ai  Mr.  Johnson 
ha«»  been  slandered  and  vilified.  1.  is 
difficult  to  say  whether  the  abuse  which 
for  three  years  w*ie  poured  upo;i  him  by 
the  press,  and  by  the  lenderB  and  orators 
of  the  Repub.ican  party,  was  most  rf  mirk- 
able  for  it«  copiousness,  its  maliijnity,  its 
falsity,  or  it«  ingenuity.  Every  ilidignity 
which  a  party  holding  absolute  power  in 
the  state  could  devise;  every  fnlsehood 
which  a  party  heated  beyond  the  bounds 
of  respect  for  truth  and  decency  by  rage, 
fanaticism  and  ambit  ion  could  invent  were 
eqiployed  to  divest  him  of  his  influence 
and  to  degrade  him  in  the  eyes  of  the 
world.  C(3uld  he  have  consentw^d  to  em- 
bark in  the  cause  of  the  Radical  leaders 
and  abet  their  desiifus,  his  path  would 
have  been  paved  with  g'ld  and  his  bed 
piled  with  roses.  He  wouM  have  been

power  for  its  prrservati'Mi.  Whatever 
may  be  said  of  his  Kbililies  or  of  his  per- 
sonal character,  no  iinp>*rti3l  man  c^n 
review  tLe  history  of  his  administration 
without  giving  him  credit  for  a  dcgn-e  of 
moral  courage  such  as  mere  statesmen  do 
not  often  exhibit.  He  may  have  mis- 
judged ;  lie  might,  perhaps,  hsive  been 
tnore  efficient  had  be  been  more  politic ; 
but  for  unswerving  endurance  and  rigid 
adhitiion  to  what  he  believed  to  be  r'ght, 
we  may  search  iu  vain  for  his  parallel. 
St.  Paul  took  credit  Ui  himself  that  he 
had  on  an  occasion  fought  with  beasts  at 
Ephe«us.  What  was  the  i  fflc'al  life  of 
Mr.  Johnson  but  ine  continued  struggle 
with  me^  heated  to  the  brutftl  degree 
with  rage  and  bent  upon  hi.'^  destruction  ? 

It  was  due  from  Mr.  Johnson  to  him 
self  'hit  he  6h<nild  address  the  people  of 
the  Unitf'i  States  at  the  close  of  his  official 
care<-r.  With  no  party  to  .stand  up  in  his 
defeuFe  ;  with  no  muUituile  of  orgai.s  to 
sing  his  praises  or  excus.e  his  errors,  he 
was  manifestly  rniillt  d  to  h'R  day  and  his 
hearing,  anl  it  uitrst  be  confessed  that  he 
chose  well  the  time  for  making  his  appeal. 
While  the  sul  ject  would  have  a  m(trc  co- 
pious cxposilion,  it  will  be  generally  felt 
that  his  arraignment  of  the  R.idiciil  pnrty 
i>s  as  just  as  it  is  imphatic  and  severe. 
The  rcvolutitm  which  has  already  taken 
pliice  in  public  opinion,  touching  the  rel- 
ativi?  merits  of  his  antagonists  and  him- 
self, will  give  it  a  force  which  at  no  for 
mer  pcriiKl  it  could  have  possfsged.

The  Radical  papers  have  l»een  making 
a  great  commotion  over  the  report  of  the 
majority  of  the  Congressiona'  committee 
in  reference  to  election  frauds.

tained toward  him,  will  be  surprising  to 
themselves.  Of  one  thing  tbicre  can  be 
no  doubt  Taking  the  period  included  be- 
tween the  time  when  the  first  motion  was 
made  for  impeachment  and  the  present, 
Mr.  Johnson  has  greatly  and  juhtly  risen, 
and  Congress  greatly  and  justly  fallen  in 
the  esteem  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  ;  and,  in  proportion  as  ccmtidence  in 
the  one  has  increased,  confidence  in  the 
other  hae  diminished. 

No  chief  magistrate,  ccrta  nlv  of  the  _ 

United  States,  has  ever  occupied 'his  place  rye-n'oV"". 
under  circumstances  more  disheartening  barley— Spring 
than  those  by  which  Mr.  Johnson  has 
been  surrounded.  Vothiog  was  wanting 
when  he  acceded  to  the  Presidential  <  tfice 
but  conformity  to  the  will  of  the  majority 
in  Congress  to  have  made  him  the  idol  of 
the  Kepublican  parly.  So  thit  he  would 
have  used  it  for  the  aggrandizement  of , 
the  party  and  the  perpetuation  of  its  i  *^'9iJ^ 
power,  there  wa -  no  authority,  constitu- 
tional or  otherwise,  which  it  would  not 
have  thrust  into  his  hands.  It  would  have 
been  as  liberal  to  endow  him  with  illegi- 
timate as  it  became  resolute  to  deprive 
him  ol  his  legitimate  functions;  and  it 
would  have  bowed  to  him,  with  more 
than  eastern  ceremony  of  reveience,  as  the 
formal  sovereign,  so,  that  he  tad  submit- 
ted to  be  its  actual  slave.  Willingly, 
by  his  own  act,  singly  and  without  a 
party  to  suppc^rt  him,  he  refused  to  be- 
come the  implement  to  carry  out  the 
measures  and  minister  to  the  .imbition  of 
the  Congressional  majority,  and  for  that 
o£fense  during  the  remainder  of  hifl  term

a  solare  to  tbem,  but  you  seem  to  be  the 
idol  of  oaly  a  crawling  «warm  of  email 
Souls,  who  love^^tO-glori^your  most  fla- 
grant unworthiness  in  print ;  or  praise 
your  vast  possessions  worsliipingly,  or  sing 
of  your  uuiaaportant  private  habits  and 
sayings  and  doings,  as  if  your  millions  gave 
thtm  'dl^it7 ;  friends  who  applaud  your 
superhuman  slinginess  with  the  same  gus- 
to that  they  do  your  most  magnific<'nt  dis- 
plays of  commercial  genius  and  daring, 
and  likewise  your  most  lawless  violations 
of  commercial  honor— tor  these  infatuated 
worshippers  of  dollars  not  their  own 
seam  to  make  no  distinctions,  but  swing 
their  hats  and  shout  hallelujah  every  time 
yott  do  anything,  no  matter  what  it  is.  I 
do  pity  you.  I  would  pity  any  man  with 
such  fhends  as  these.  I  should  think  you 
would  hate  the  sight  of  a  newspaper.  I 
should  think  you  would  not  dare  to  glance 
at  one.  for  fear  you  would  find  in  it  one 
of  those  distressing  eulogies  of  something 
yeu  had  been  doing,  which  was  either  in- 
finitely trivial  or  else  a  matter  you  ought 
to  be  ashamed  of.  Unacquainted  with 
you  as  I  am,  my  honest  compassion  fur 
you  still  gives  me  a  right  to  spet^  in  this 
way.  Now,  have  you  ever  thought  calm 
ly  over  your  newspaper  reputation  ?  Have 
you  ever  dissected  it,  to  &vc  what  it  was 
made  of?  It  would  interest  you.  One 
day  one  of  your  subjects  comes  out  with  a 
column  or  two  detailing  your  rise  from 
pennry  to  atfluence,  and  praising  you  as  if 
youwcre  tho  last  and  noblest  work  of  God, 
but  unconsciously  telling  how  exquis- 
itely mean  a  man  has  to  bo  in 
order  to  achieve  what  you  have  achieved. 
Then  another  subject  tells  how  you  drive 
in  tlut  park,  with  your  scornful  hea<i 
ilown,  never  deigiting  to  look  to  the  right 
or  to  the  left,  and  make  glad  the  thou- 
sands who  c>)vet  a  glance  of  your  eye,  but 
driving  straight  ahead,  heedlessly  and 
recUeuly,  taking  the  road  by  force,  with 
a  bearing  which  plainly  says,  "let  these 
people  get  nut  of  the  way  if  they  can  ;  but 
if  they  can't  and  I  run  over  them,  and  kill 
them,  no  matter,  I'll  pay  for  them."  And 
then  how  the  retailer  of  the  pleasant  anec- 
dote does  grovel  in  the  dust  and  glorify  you, 
Vanderbih.  Next,  a  subject  of  yours  prints 
a  louf  article  to  fhow  how  in  some  shrewd,  i 
underhanded  way,  you  have  "  come  it 
over  the  public  with  some  Erie  dodge  or 
other,  and  added  another  million  or  so  to 
your  greasy  greenbacks ;  and  behold !  Jm 
praises  yoa,  and  never  hints  that  immoral 
practices,  in  so  prominent  a  place  as  you 
occupy,  are  a  damning  example  to  the 
rising  commercial  generation— more,  a 
damning  th'ng  to  the  whole  nati  in,  while 
there  are  insects  like  your  subj' ols  to 
make  virtues  of  them  in  print  Next,  a 
subject  tells  a  most  laughable  joke  in 
Harper's  of  how  a  lady  laid  a  wager  of  a 

Eair  of  gloves  that  she  could  touch  your 
eart  with  the  needs  of  some  noble  public 
charity,  which  unselfish  people  were  build 
ing  up  for  the  succoring  of  the  helpless 
and  the  unfortunate,  and  so  persuade  you 
to  spare  a  generous  billow  to  it  iromyour 
broad  ocean  of  wealth,  and  how  you  lis- 
tened to  the  story  of  want  and  suflFering, 
an  then — then  what?— gave  the  lady  a 
paltry  dollar  (the  act  in  itself  an  in- 
sult to  your  sister  or  mine,  coming  from 
a  stranger)  and  said, "  Tell  your  opponent 
you  have  won  the  gloves."  And,  having 
told  his  little  anecdote,  how  your 
lovin?  subject  did  shake  his  sides  at  the 
bare  idea  of  your  having  generosity  enough 
to  be  pursuaded  by  any  tender  womanly 
pleader  into  giving  a  manly  lift  to  any 
helpless  creature  under  the  sun  !  What 
precious  friends  you  do  have,  Vanderbilt ! 
And  next,  a  Bubject  tells  how  when  you 
owned  the  Callfi»rnia  line  oi  steamers  you 
used  to  have  your  pursers  make  out  false 
lists  of  pa88tingers,and  thus  carry  some  hun- 
dreds more  than  the  law  allowed— in  this 
way  breaking  the  laws  of  vour  countrj 
and  jeopardizing  the  lives  of  your  pa.ssen- 
gers  by  overcrowding  them  during  a  long, 
sweltering  voyage  over  tropical  seas,  and 
through  a  diseased-poisoned  atmosphere. 
And  this  shrewdness  was  duly  glorificdltoo. 
But  I  remember  how  those  misused  pas- 
sengers used  to  revile  you  and  curse  you 
when  they  got  to  the  Isthmus— 'and  espe- 
cially the  women  and  young  girls,  who 
were  forced  to  sleep  on  your  steerage 
floors,  side  by  side  with  strange  men,  who 
were  the  offscourings  of  creation,  and  even 
in  the  steerage  beds  with  them,  if  the  poor 
wretches  told  the  truth  ;  and  I  do  assure 
you  that  nobody  who  lived  in  California 
at  that  lime  disbelieved  them — O,  praised 
and  envied  Vanderbilt !  These  women 
were  nothing  to  you  and  me  ;  but  if  they 
had  been,  we  might  have  been  shamed  and 
angered  at  this  treatment,  mightn't  we  ? 
We  cannot  rightly  judge  of  matters  like 
these  till  we  sit  down  and  try  to  fancy 
these  women  related  to  us  by  ties  of  blood 
and  affection,  but  tlun  the  rare  joke  of  it 
melts  away,  and  the  indignant  tides  go 
sureing  through  our  veins,  poor  little  Com* 
modore ! 

There  are  other  anecdotes  told  of  you 
by  your  glorifying  subjects,  but  let  us 
pass  them  by — they  only  damage  you. 
They  only  show  how  unfortunate  and  how 
narrowing  a  thing  it  is  for  a  man  to  have 
wealth  who  makes  a  god  of  it,  instead  of 
A  servant.  They  only  show  how  soulless 
it  can  make  him — like  that  pretty  anec- 
dote that  tells  how  a  young  lawyer  charged 
you  $500  for  a  service,  and  how  you  deem- 
ed the  charge  too  high,  and  so  went 
shrewdly  to  work  and  won  his  confidence, 
and  persui'ied  him  to  borrow  money  and 
put  it  in  Erie,  when  you  knew  the  stock 
was  goiug  down,  and  so  held  him  in  the 
trap  till  he  was  a  ruined  mao,  and  then 
you  were  revenged  ;  and  you  gloated  over 
It ;  and,  as  usual,  your  admiring  I'riends 
told  the  8t(>ry  in  print,  and  lauded  you  to 
the  skies.  No,  let  us  drop  the  anecdotes 
I  don't  remember  ever  reading  anything 
about  you  which  you  oughn't  to  be 
ashamed  of. 

All  I  wish  to  urge  upon  you  now  Is,  that 
you  crash  out  your  native  Instincts,  and 
go  and  do  something  worthy  of  praise — 
go  and  do  something  you  need  not  blush 
to  see  in  print— do  something  that  may 
rouse  one  solitary  good  impulse  in  the 
breasts  of  your  horde  of  worshippers ; 
prove  one  solitary  good  example  to  the 
thousands  of  young  men  who  emulate 
your  energy  and  your  industry ;  shine  as 
one  solitary  grain  of  pure  gold  upon  the 
heaped  rubbish  ot  your  life.  Do  this,  j 
beseech  you,  else  through  your  example 
we  shall  shortly  have  in  our  midst  500 
Vanderbilts,  which  God  forbid.  Go,  now 
please  go,  and  do  one  worthy  act.  Go, 
boldly,  grandly,  nobly,  and  give  four  dol- 
lars to  srone  great  public  charity.  It  will 
break  your  heart,  no  doubt,  but  no  ma'* 
ter ;  you  have  but  a  little  while  to  live, 
and  it  is  better  to  die  suddenly  and  nobly 
than  live  a  century  longer  the  same  Van- 
derbilt you  are  now.  Do  tlus,  and  I  de- 
clare 1  win  praise  you,  too. 

Poor  Vanderbilt.  How  I  do  pity  you  ; 
and  this  is  honest  You  are  an  old  man, 
and  ought  to  have  some  rest ;  and  yet 
you  have  to  struggle  and  struggle,  aud 
deny  yourself,  and  rob  yourself  of  restful 
sleep  and  peace  of  mind,  because  you  need 
money  so  badly.  I  always  feel  for  a  man 
who  is  so  poverty-ridden  as  you.  Don't 
misunderstand  me,  Vanderbilt.  I  know 
you  own  seventy  millions ;  but  then  you 
know  atid  I  know  thai  It  isn't  what  a  man 
has  that  oonstitutee  wealth.  No— It  is  to 
be  satisfied  with  what  one  has;  that  is 
wealth.  As  long  as  one  sorely  needs  a 
certain  additional  amount,  that  man  Isn't 
rich.  Seventy  times  seventy  millions  can't 
make  him  rich  as  long  as  his  poor  heart  Is 
breaking  for  more.  I  am  just  about  rich 
enough  to  buy  the  least  valuable  horse  in 
your  stable,  perhaps^but  I  cannot  sincere- 


ly and  honestly  take  an  oath  that  I  need 
any  more  now.  And  so  I  afu  rich.  But 
you  !  you  have  got  seventy  millions,  and 
you  need  five  hundred  millions,  and 
are  really  suffering  for  it.  Your  poverty 
is  sometlring  appalling.  I  tell  you  truly 
that  I  do  not  believe  I  could  live  twenty- 
four  hours  wlih  the  awful  weight  of  four 
hundred  and  thirty  millions  of  abject  want 
crushing  down  upon  me.  I  should  die 
under  it.  My  soul  is  bo  wrought  upon  by 
your  hapless  pauperism,  that  if  you  came 
by  me  now  I  would  freely  put  ten  cents  in 
your  tin  cup,  if  you  carry  one,  and  say, 
"God  pity  you,  poor  unfortunate!" 

Now,  I  pray  you,  take  kindly  ail  that 
I  have  said,  vanderbilt,  for  I  assure  you 
I  have  meant  it  kindly,  and  it  is  said  in  an 
honester  spirit  than  you  are  accustomed 
to  find  in  what  is  said  about  you.  And  do 
go,  now,  and  do  something  that  Isn't 
shameful.  Do  go  and  do  something  wor- 
thy of  a  man  possessed  of  seventy  mil- 
lions— a  man  whose  most  trifling  act  is 
remembered  and  imitated  all  over  the 
country  by  younger  men  than  you.  Do 
not  be  deceived  into  the  notion  that 
everything  you  do  and  say  is  wonderful, 
simply  because  those  asses  who  publish 
you  so  much  make  it  appear  so.  Do  not 
deceive  yourself.  Very  often  an  idea  of 
yours  is  possessed  of  no  inate  magnifi- 
cence, but  it  is  simply  shining  with  the 
rtflicted  splendor  of  your  seventy  mil- 
lions. Now,  think  of  it.  I  have  tried  to  imij 
tateyou  and  become  fam  jUS  ;  all  the  young 
men  do  it ;  but,  bless  you,  my  perlorm- 
ance  attracted  no  attention.  I  gave  a 
crippled  beggar  girl  a  two  cent  piece,  and 
humorously  told  her  to  go  to  the  Fift,h  Av- 
enue Hotel  and  board  a  week ;  but  no- 
body publlsheii  it.  If  you  had  done  that 
it  would  have  been  regarded  as  one  of  the 
funniest  thirigs  that  ever  happened;  be- 
cause you  atn  say  the  flattest  thitigs  that 
ever  I  heard  of,  Vanderbilt,  and  have 
them  magnified  into  wit  and  wisdom  in 
the  papers.  And  the  other  day,  in  Chi 
cago,  I  talked  of  buying  the  entire  Paciflt 
Railroad,  clear  to  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
and  running  it  on  my  own  hook.  It  wa 
OS  splendid  an  idea  and  as  bold  an  entei 
prise  as  ever  entered  that  overpraisc( 
brain  of  yours,  but  did  it  excite  any  news- 
paper applause  ?  No.  It  you  had  con 
ceived  it,  though,  the  whole  newspaper 
world  would  have  gone  wild  over.  No' 
air ;  other  men  think  and  talk  as  brilliant- 
ly as  you  do,  but  they  don't  do  it  in  the 
glare  of  seventy  millions ;  so  pray  do  not 
be  deceived  by  the  laucatlon  you  receive ; 
more  of  it  belongs  to  your  millions  than 
to  you.  I  say  this  to  warn  you  against 
becoming  vain-glorious  on  a  false  basis, 
and  an  unsound  one — for  if  your  millions 
were  to  pass  from  you  you  might  be  sur- 
prised and  grieved  to  notice  what  fiat  and 
uncelebrated  things  you  were  capable  of 
saying  and  dping  forever  afterwards. 

You  observe  that  I  don't  say  anything 
about  your  soul,  Vanderbilt.  It  is  be- 
cause 1  have  evidence  Ih'it  you  haven't 
any.  It  w^ould  be  Impossible  to  convince 
me  that  a  man  of  your  matchless  financial 
ability  would  overlook  so  dazzling  an 
"  operation."  if  you  had  a  soul  to  save,  as 
the  purchasing  of  millions  of  years  of 
Paradise,  and  rest,  aud  peace,  and  pleas- 
ure, for  so  trifling  a  sum  as  ten  years 
bkmelessly  lived  on  earth— for  you  prob- 
ably haven't  longer  than  that  to  live  now, 
you  know,  you  are  very  old.  Well,  don't 
know,  after  all,  possibly  you  have  got  a 
soul.  But  I  know  you,  Vanderbilt— I 
know  you  well.  You  will  try  to  get  the 
purchase  cheaper.  You  will  want 
those  millions  of  years  of  rest  and  pleas- 
ure, and  you  will  try  to  make  the  trade 
and  get  the  superb  stock  ;  but  you  will 
wait  till  you  are  on  your  death-bed,  and 
then  offer  an  /tour  and  forty  minutes  for  it. 
I  know  you  so  well,  Vanderbilt!  Still 
worse  men  than  you  do  this.  The  people 
we  hang  always  send  for  a  priest  at  the 
last  moment. 

I  assure  you,  Vanderbilt,  that  I  mean 
what  I  am  saying  for  your  good — not  to 
make  \'ou  mad.  Why,  the  way  you  are 
going  on,  you  arc  no  better  than  those  As- 
lors.  No,  I  won't  say  that;  for  it  is  bet- 
ter to  be  a  mean  live  man  than  a  slick — 
even  a  gold-headed  stick.  And  now  my 
lesson  is  done.  It  is  bound  to  refresh  you 
and  make  you  feel  good  ;  for  you  must 
necessarily  get  sick  of  puling  flattery  and 
sycophancy  sometimes,  and  sigh  for  a  par- 
agraph of  honest  criticism  and  abuse  for  a 
change.  And  in  parting,  I  say  that,  sure- 
ly, standing  as  you  do  upon  the  pinnacle 
of  moneyed  magnificence  in  America,  you 
must  certainly  feel  a  vague  desire  la  you 
sometimes  to  do  some  splendid  deed  in 
the  interest  of  commercial  probity,  or  of 
human  charity,  or  of  manly  honor  and 
dignity,  that  shall  flash  Into  Instaut  celeb- 
rity over  the  whole  nation,  and  be  re- 
hearsed to  ambitious  boys  by  their  moth- 
ers a  century  after  you  are  dead.  I  say 
you  must  feel  so  sometimes,  f  jr  it  is  only 
natural,  and,  therefore,  I  urge  you  to  con- 
geal that  thoui^ht  into  an  act.  Go  and 
surprise  the  wholecountry  by  doing  some- 
thing right.  Cease  to  do  and  say  unworthy 
things,  and  excessively  liltlc  things,  for 
those  reptile  friends  of  yours  to  magnify 
in  the  papers.  Snub  them  thus,  or  else 
throttle  tbem.

_  —A  gentleman  in  Stamford,  Ct.,  cut  a 
limb  on  an  apple  tree  In  .January  to  sup- 
part  a  vine  in  his  cellar,  and  on  going  to 
examine  how  the  vine  flourished,  found 
the  apple  branch  in  blossom,  on  February 
23d.

In  Leconia,  N.  H.,  the  other  Sunday,  as 
the  worshippers  .were  assembling,  a 
stranger  coolly  ascended  some  ladders 
resting  against  and  upon  the  new  Uni- 
tarian Church,  and  ascended  thereby  to 
the  top  of  the  steeple,  where  he  turned  a 
somersault,  gazed  wistfully  upon  the  gap- 
ing throng  below,  then  descended  to  the 
ground  and  walked  out  of  town  without 
speaking  to  any  one.

dreadful  paroxysm  and  died.

Landing,  Tenn.,  m  May,  1862,  between 
Thomas  W.  Knox  and  Albert  D.  Richard- 
son, was  paid  recently.

Mi^st  men  have  at  least  a  few 
friends,  wbcise  devotion  is  a  comfort  and 
a  solace  to  them,  but  you  seem  to  be  the 
idol  of  only  a  crawling  ewarm  of  email 
soula,  who  love  to  glorify  your  most  fla- 
grant unw'orlhinesa  in  print ;  or  praise 
your  vast  possessions  worsbipingly,  or  sing 
of  your  uuimportant  private  habits  and 
sayings  and  doings  as  if  your  milHiins  gave 
them  dignity  ;  friends  who  applaud  your 
superhuman  stinginess  with  the  same  gus- 
to that  they  do  your  most  magnificontdis- 
~  plays  of  commercial  genius  and  daring, 

and  likewise  your  most  lawless  violations 
of  commercfal  honor — lor  these  infatuated 
worshippers  of  dollars  not  their  own 
senm  to  maite  no  distinctions,  but  swing 
their  hats  and  shout  hallelujah  every  time 
you  do  anything,  no  matter  what  it  is.  I 
do  pity  you.  I  would  pity  any  man  with 
such  friends  as  these.    I  should  think  you

broad  ocean  of  wealth,  and  how  you  lis- 
tened to  the  story  of  want  and  suffering, 
an  then — then  what? — gave  the  lady  a 
paltry  dollar  (the  act  "in  itself  an  in- 
sult to  your  sister  or  mine,  coming  from 
a  stranger)  and  said, "  Tell  your  opponent 
you  have  won  the  gloves."

you  were  revenged  ;  and  you  gloated  over 
it ;  and,  as  usual,  your  admiring  friends 
told  the  Bt(>ry  in  print,  and  laud^  you  to 
the  skies.  No,  let  us  drop  the  anecdotes 
I  don't  remember  ever  reading  anything  • 
about  you  which  you  oughn't  to  be 
ashamed  of. 

All  I  wish  to  urge  upon  you  now  is,  that  ! 
you  crush  out  your  native  instincts,  and 
go  and  do  something  worthy  of  praise- 
go  and  do  something  you  need  not  blush 
to  see  in  print — do  something  that  may 
rouse  one  solitary  good  impulse  in  the 
breasts  of  your  horde  of  worshippers ;

8(!vent,v  times  seventy  millions  can't 
make  him  rich  as  long  as  his  poor  heart  Is 
breaking  for  more.  lam  just  about  rich 
enough  to  buy  the  l^^ast  valuable  horse  in 
your  auble,  perhaps»but  I  cannot  sincere- 


ly and  honestly  take  an  oath  that  I  need 
any  more  now.    And  so  I  api  rich.    But 
you  !  you  have  got  seventy  millions,  and 
you    need    five   hundred    millions,    and 
are  really  suffering  for  it.    Your  poverty 
is  something  appalling.    I  tell  you  truly 
that  I  do  not  believe  I  could  live  twenty- 
four  hours  wil  h  the  awful  weight  of  four 
hundred  and  thirty  millions  of  abject  want 
crushing  down  upon  me.

j  I  have  said,  Vanderbilt,  for  I  assure  you 
I  I  have  meant  it  kindly,  and  it  is  said  in  an 
I  honester  spirit  than  you  are  accustomed 
to  find  in  what  is  said  about  you.    And  do 
I  go,    now,   and    do  something    that  isn't 
!  shameful.    Do  go  and  do  something  wor- 
i  thy  of  a  man   possessed  of  seventy  mil- 
I  lions— a  man  whose  most  trifling  act  is 
I  remembered   and    imitated  all  over  the 
I  country  by  younger  men  than  you.     Do 
.  not    be    deceived   into   the  notion  that 
I  everything  you  do  and  say  is  wonderful, 
I  simply  because  those  asses  who  publish 
you  so  much  make  it  appear  so.    Do  not 
deceive  yourself.    Very  often  an  idea  of 
yours  is  possessed  of  no  inate  magnifi- 
[  cencc,  but  it  is  simply  shining  with   the 
'  rtti -cted  splendor  of  your  seventy  mil- 
lions. Now,  think  of  it.  I  have  tried  to  \vm\ 
tateyou  and  become  fam  jUS  ;  all  the  young 
men  do  it ;  but,  bltss  you,  my  perform- 
ance  attracted   no    attention.     I  gave   a 
crippled  beggar  girl  a  two  cent  piece,  and 
humorously  told  her  to  go  to  the  Fifth  Av- 
enue Hotel  and   board  a  week;  but  no- 
body published  it.    If  you  had  done  that 
it  would  have  been  regarded  as  one  of  the 
funniest  thir.gs  that  ever   happened ;  be- 
cause you  can  say  the  flattest  things  that 
ever    I   heard   of,  Vanderbilt,   and  have 
them  magnified  into  wit  and   wisdom  in 
the  papers.    And   the  other  day,  in  Chi 
cago,  I  talked  of  buying  the  entire  Pacific 
Railroad,  clear  to  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
and  running  it  on  my  own  hook.    It  wa 
as  splendid  an  idea  and  as  bold  an  entei 
pri.se    as  ever  entered    that   overpraise;

prised  and  grieved  to  notice  what  flat  and 
uncelebrated  things  you  were  capable   of 
saying  and  dping  forever  afterw^ards.  ' 

You  obperve  that  I  don't  say  anything  : 
about  your  soul,  Vanderbilt.      It   is   be 
cause  I  have  evidence  th';t  you  haven't  j 
any.    It  would  be  impossible  to  convince  ; 
me  that  a  man  of  your  matchless  financial 
ability  would  overlook  so    dazzling  an  | 
"  operation."  if  you  had  a  soul  to  save,  as  \ 
the  purchasing  of  millions  of  years    of  j 
Paradise,  and  rest,  and  peace,  and  pleas-  i 
ure.  for  so  trifling  a  sum  as  ten  years  | 
bli.melessly  lived  on  earth— for  you  prob-  ' 
ably  haven't  longer  than  that  to  live  now, 
you  know,  you  are  very  old.     Well,  don't 
know,  after  all,  possibly  you  have  got  a  ! 
soul.    But   I    know    you,  Vanderbilt— I  j 
know  you  well.    You  will  try  to  get  the 
purchase     cheaper.      You      will     want 
those  millions  of  years  of  rest  and  pleas-  \ 
ure,  and  you   will   try   to   make  the  trade  ' 
and  get  the   superb   stock  ;  but   you   will 
wait  till  you  are  on  your  death-bed,  and  ' 
then  offer  an  fiour  and  forty  minutes  for  it.  \ 
I  know   you   so  well,   Vanderbilt !     Still 
worse  men  than  you  do  this.    The  people  ; 
we  hang  always  send  for  a  priest  at  the 
last  moment.  | 

I  assure  you,  Vanderbilt,  that  I  mean  ! 
what  I  am  saying  for  your  g(X)d — not  to  j 
make  you  mstd.  Why,  the  way  you  are  \ 
going  on,  you  arc  no  better  than  those  As- 
tors.  No,  I  won't  say  that;  for  it  is  bet- 
ter to  be  a  mean  lire  man  than  a  stick — 
even  a  gold-headed  stick.  And  now  my 
lesson  is  done.

The  dying  man  care- 
fully wiped  the  froth  from  his"  face,  and 
compressing  his  teeth  tightly  to  prevent 
any  of  the  poisonous  saliva  exuding  from 
his  mouth,  kissed  the  lips  which  he  had  so 
ottea  pressed  in  love  and  atl'ection.  and 
then,  resolutely  turning  away,  after  bid- 
ding her  adieu  forever,  relapsed  into  a 
dreadful  paroxysm  and  died. 

—A  bet  of  $25,  made  at  Pittsburgh 
Landing,  Tenn.,  in  May,  1862,  between 
Thomas  W.  Knox  and  Albert  D.  Richard- 
son, was  paid  recently.  Knox  at  that 
time  oflered  to  bet  that  no  rebel  leader 
would  be  tried  for  treason  by  any  high 
civil  or  military  authority  and  executed, 
anu  Richardson  took  the  bet.

The  tun- 
nel is  to  be  39,700  feet  in  length ;  29,800 
feet  of  the  woik  are  already  completed  ; 
the  remaining  'J,900  will  take  about  27  or 


28  months  to  acoompllsh ;  so  that  by 
March  or  April,  1871,  this  stupendous 
work  will  probably  be  coaxploted.

Dispatches  from  various  points  in  Can- 
ada, on  the  12th,  represent  the  snow  storm 
to  be  unprecedented.  The  trains  were  all 
stopped.and  the  Athabasca  branch  railroad 
would  not  be  in  running  order  till  April. 
There  were  eight  feet  of  snow  on  the 
track  for  a  distance  of  twenty-four  miles.

All  on  board  were  saved  except  two  sail- 
ors and  a  child. 

A  petition  was  presented  at  the  bar  of 
the  British  House  of  Commons,  on  the 
16th,  asking  for  religious  equality  in  Ire- 
land and  amnesty  for  the  Fenians.  The 
Government  stated  that  a  bill  for  a  uni- 
form and  permanent  extradition  would  be 
shortly  submitted  to  the  House. 

Porto  Rico  advices  on  the  17th  mention 
the  arrest  of  several  young  men  for  ex- 
pressing sentiments  in  favor  of  the  Cuban 
revolution,  and  state  that  the  garrisons 
were  being  changed  on  account  of  the 
disaffection.  Much  excitement  existed 
there. 

Gen.  Prim,  on  the  16th,  announced  to 
the  Spanish  Cortes  that  the  monarchical 
candidate  for  the  vacant  throne  would  be 
shortly  announced.  The  draught  of  the 
new  Constitution  establishes  civil  and  re- 
ligious liberty,  but  retains  Catholicism  as 
the  religion  of  the  country. 

The  Cuban  insurgents  at  Villa  Clara 
have  issued  notes  of  $5  each,  payable  on 
the  achievement  of  independence.  The 
taxes  have  been  reduced  one-half,  and  the 
duties  on  exports,  under  a  foreign  fiag, 
have  been  increased. 

Late  news  from  Mexico  announce  a  ter- 
rible disaster  which  occurred  at  Seacatras 
on  the  5th.  A  church  was  struck  by  light- 
ning and  entirely  destroyed.  One  hun- 
dred persons  were  buried  in  the  ruins. 

A  bill  has  been  passed  by  the  German 
Parliament  securing  freedom  of  speech  in 
all  the  Diets  of  Germany. 

A  Washington  telegram  of  the  18th 
says :  "  It  has  transpired  that  arms  and 
ammunition  have  been  sent  from  here  to 
Inagua,  to  be  shipped  thence  for  use  in 
the  Cuban  revolution.  Efforts  are  also 
making,  it  Is  said,  to  charter  steamers  in 
the  same  city.  The  administration  dots 
not  appear  to  be  doing  anything  to  stop 
these  movements."

On  the  17th  of  February  a  meeting  of  \ 
the  Adams,  Americas,  and  United  States 
KxprebS  Companies  was  appointed  to  be 
held  in  New  \ork,  to  corsummate  a  cou-  i 
tract  which  has  been   made  for  a  redistri-  ' 
bution  of  territory.  This  became  desirable  I 
owing  to  the  abs-irptiou  by  the  American  j 
of  the  Merchants'  Union  Comi)any.     The  ^ 
terms  of  this  agreement  had  all  been  pre- 
viously arranged,  and  the  signatures  were 
all  that  were  neetied  to  complete  it. 

As  soon  as  it  became  known  that  the  ] 
companies  had    come   to    an   agreement 
which  virtually  ended   competition   and 
wiped  out  the   Merchants'  Uni<m,  which  ' 
was  considered  superfluous,  express  stocks 
advanced  largt^ly,  Adams  going  up   from  ' 
48  to  71,  and  United  States  from  40  to  OC.  < 
As  the  companies  were  known  to  be  in  a 
condition  to  resume  dividends,  it  wa.^  be- 
lieved that  still  higher  pri(*.e8   would  be 
roachtd.and  heavy  purchases  were  made 
for  a  rise. 
1      The  17th  of  February  came,  and  the  ap- 
i  pomted  meeting  was  held  in  New  York, 
I  but  one  of  tlie  parties  was  absent  under 
!  pretext  of  other  engitgemeuts. 
I      Tht;  consequence  was  a  postponement 
I  of  the  meeting.     Up  to  this  issue  the  Erie 
.  clitiue  had  not  appearetl  on  the  surface  ; 
1  but.,  as  it  has  since  been  ascertained,  they, 
with  k-adiag  expressmen  who  have  always 
been  understood  to  be  on  terms  of   the 
closest  business  intimacy  with  them,  were 
large  sellers  of   expref-s  stocks.      Three 
days  before  the  meeting  above  referred  to, 
when  it  was  supposed  there  w.as  nothing 
to  prevent  the  consummation  of  the  ccm- 
tract,  and  when  the  stocks  were  "  boom- 
ing,"  the   inside   cliques  were  unloading 
upon  tho.se  who  were  not  in  the  streets. 

Upon  the  i>ostponement  of  the  meeting, 
the  report  ■was  circulated  of  "  trouble." 
This  broke  A'lauis  from  71  to  (>.'),  and 
United  States  from  03  to  50. 

At  thiy  p<jint  the  Erie  clique  showed 
themselves  on  the  ground.  Tue  first  step 
was  an  order  for  the  United  States  to  quit, 
accompanied  by  an  announcement  that 
the  Erie  Company,  on  and  afler  March  1, 
would  run  the  express  over  its  lines  This 
project  had  previously  bten  talked  up  w^ilh 
an  institution  known  in  our  city  as  the 
Erie  Transportation  Company,  which  had 
a  cbartc-r  from  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
under  which  an  express  company  could 
be  run.  The  members  of  this  companj' 
were  made  to  believe  that  they  were  to 
step  into  the  bootd  of  the  United  States 
Expres-s  Company  and  Great  "Western 
Dispatch,  and  its  ofhcers  were  ordered  to 
New  York  to  close  up  the  arrangement. 
At  the  same  time  an  agent  was  dispatched 
from  New  York  to  Cincinnati  with  a  cir- 
cular, printed,  probably  on  the  same  press 
that  ground  out  Erie  "Convertible  bonds." 
The  circular  reads  about  as  follows  :

This    circular    looked    fishy.    As    Mr. 
Wade  inntKently  said  of  the  action  of  the 
Senate  in  regard  to  counting  the  electoral 
vote  of  Georgia,  it  might  be  said  it  was 
official  if  it  made  no  difierence,  or  it  might  i 
DC  said  it  was  not  official  if  that.made  any  j 
difference.

Adams 
Express  declined  to  5.">,  and  United  States 
to  ;59— a  big  fall.  Here  was  a  large  profit 
for  the  inside  cliques,  who  sold  short  at 
prices  20  per  cent  above  these  figures 
Now  the  "shorts"  began  to  "cover."  The 
Ist  of  March  drew  near.  It  fell  on  Mon- 
day. On  Saturday  dispatches  were  re- 
ceived, saying  that  the  Erie  Company  had 
postponed  their  express  one  week  to  en- 
able the  United  States  Company  time  to 
gather  up  it«  clothes  and  walk. 

It  now  began  to  be  strongly  suspected 
that  the  whole  movement  was  a  conspira- 
cy, sucli  as  are  common  in  New  York 
stock  circles,  to  make  a  speculation,  and 
the  stocks  began  to  advance.  The  par- 
ties who  were  previously  large  sellers 
were  now  heavy  buyers.

The  cliques  made  sev- 
eral millions  by  the  operation,  and  now 
they  are  ready  lor  another  game. 

It  might  be  supposed  that  the  Erie  Trans- 
portati(m  Company,  which  the  Erie  clique 
used  for  their  purpose,  had  been  left  out  in 
the  cold,  but  its  stockholders  have,  we 
are  informed,  been  cared  for  in  the  United 
States  Express  Company. 

Some  people  might  suppose  that  there 
was  a  swindh:  somewhere  in  the  "  move- 
ment ;"  but  then  it  is  up  to  the  New  Yoik 
standard  of  morals,  and,  having  proved  a 
great  success,  it  will  add  new  glory  to  the 
tame  of  the  men  who  planned  and  carried 
it  out.  It  will  improve  their  credit  in

"  wash  ;"  but  I  :ie  "  list "  was  not  ready,  and 
the  widow  a-^ked  her  son  to  take  it.  He 
looked  about  tlie  room  for  a  piece  of  pa 
per  upon  which  to  writt»,  without  bemg 
able  to  find  the  least  fragment,  and  he 
noticed  also  ihat  his  ink  was  dry.  Wash- 
erwomen are  not  apt  to  be  overawed  by 
such  customt  r-),  and  this  one  certainly  did 
not  conceal  her  impalieuce  while  the 
fruitless  seajch  was  proceeding.

A  Man  with  Heart  ami  Liver  Reversed. 


A  well-kno'.va  citizen,  a  patron  of  city 
improvement.",  drainage,  and  the  fine  arts, 
including  the  feats  of  the  shambUs  and 
human  surgt  i/,  died  a  few  days  ago,  full 
of  strange  aiiings  and  lioar  antiquity. 
All  his  life  long  he  had  sutlered  from  a 
chronic  pain  in  the  left  side,  and  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  bcirt,  while  the  pulsations  of 
the  heart  seemed  to  be  oa  tlie  right  side, 
and  when  he  v.'as  much  excited  he  used  to 
say  that  he  feU  a  fluttering  there  just  for 
all  the  world  :!.s  if  his  heart  had  got  into 
the  wrx>ng  place.  He  was  a  martyr  also 
to  bilious  disease.  He  was  obliged  to  sup- 
port himself  with  a  stick,  and  was  troubled 
with  great  difficulty  ot  breathing  and  an 
irritability  of  temper  that  made  it  at 
limes  almost  impossible  to  live  with  him. 

Notwithstanding    these    symptoms    of 
complicated  di.'^ease,  he  took  considerable 
interest  in  sanitary  afl■air^',  and  dev'sed  a 
scheme  for  the  etticient  drainage  of  the 
city  by  mean-  of  a  vast  system  of  subter- 
ranean streeto,  twelve  ieet  wide  on  both 
sides,  the  main  street  Vaulted  and  ventila- 
ted, with  a  stream  of  water  running  in 
the  midst  of  them,  and  an  ample  sidewalk. 
He  was  a  genius,  in  short,  and  besides  his 
love  for  the  tine  arts,  he  had  invented  an 
organ  of  vast  proportions,  which   will 
play  unaided  the  music  of  several  operas. 
Like    all    who    had    gone    before   him, 
however,      he      had      his     death     day, 
and    the    medical    man    who    attended  [ 
him    watched    his     last    lew    days    of 
sickness  with  a  very  uncommon  interest,  j 
80  much  so  a-  to  attract  the  attention  of 
his  family.    1*.  came  out  afterwards  that 
the  physician  had  tried  to  persuade  him  to  ] 
give  up  his  b'vdy  to  the  surgeon  for  dis-  i 
section,  his  complaints  being  so  unusual 
and  some  of  his  symptoms  new  to  science 
so  much  so  as  to  induce  the  supposition  of  j 
some     internal    crganic     malformation,  j 
The  old  gentleman   had  no  objection  to 
offer  on  his  own  account,  but  thought  ihat  | 
the  fact  should  be  kept  from  the  knowl-  i 
edge  of  his  wife  and  family.  i 

So  at  last  he  died,  and  the  physician 
who  attended  him,  and  is  at  the  head  of  : 
one  of  our  medical  colleges  also,  made  \ 
arrangements  with  a  resurrection  man  to  i 
steal  the  body  on  the  night  of  its  inter- 1 
ment  and  carry  it  to  the  hospital — all  of 
■which  happened  without  any  misadven-  I 
lure.  The  family  physician  was  present  at  | 
the  dissection  of  the  body  and  undertook  \ 
to  demonstrate  upon  it.  When  the  sternum  I 
was  divided,  the  ama^.ing  discovery  was  ' 
made  that  the  heart  and  liver  had  changed  > 
places,  the  heart  being  on  the  right  side  | 
and  the  liver  on  the  left.  This  change  in 
the  two  great  vital  organs  changed  i 
also  the  position  of  the  other  organs,  and  | 
caused  an  extension  of  some  of  the  vital 
ducts.  Nature  had  created  order  out  of ! 
the  disorder,  so  that  there  need  be  I 
no  serious  interruption  to  the  vital  func-  ! 
tions. 

The  position  of  the  heart  and  its  appen- 
dages was  simply  reversed.  The  upper 
border  of  the  heart  was  just  below  a  line 
that  would  unite  the  third  costal  cartilages, 
and  the  apex  corresponded  with  the  inter- 
space between  the  cartilages  of  the  fifth 
and  sixth  ribs,  nearly  two  inches  below  the 
right  nipple,  which  is  precisely  its  place 
and  adjustment  in  its  natural  state  on  the 
left  side.  The  two  auricles,  which  have 
no  connection  with  each  other  naturally 
in  adults,  were  in  this  case  connected,  and 
there  was  a  very  small  aperture  ot  com- 
munication with  the  ventricles,  instead  of 
a  large  and  ample  one.  In  the  left  auricle, 
which,  if  the  heart  had  been  «m  the  other 
side,  would  have  been  the  right  auricle, 
the  Eustachian  valve,  which  is  a  relic  of 
the  f<rtal  heart,  was  large,  instead  of  being 
much  diminit>hed,  as  is  usually  the  case  in 
adults ;  and  ihefosm  ovalix,  which  is  usu- 
ally a  simple  depression  on  the  interauri- 
cular  walls,  the  opening  in  the  fa>tal  heart 
allowing  a  mixture  of  the  black  and  red 
blood,  was  large.  The  heart  was  six 
inches  and  an  eighth  in  length,  and  three 
and  three-quarters  in  breadth,  and  nearly 
three  in  the  a  utero- posterior  diameter. 

Afcsr  the  demonstration,  of  which  we 
have  only  given  a  slight  glimpse,  the  heart, 
was  removed,  and  when  weighed  found  to 
be  equ*l  to  thirteen  ounces— the  usual  av- 
erage weight  being  from  ten  to  twelve, 
and  Bouillaud  says  only  eight  ounces. 

The  liver  occupied  the  left  instead  ot 
the  right  hypochondriac  and  epigastric 
regions,  belo^'  the  diaphragm — above  the 
stomach,  du;>tlenum,  arch  of  colon,  gall 
bladder  and  left  kidney.  The  upper  sur- 
n)d  deal  flattened.    The  peri- 


Julius  Cesar — Son  of  old  m»n  Cesar. 
He  was  born  at  Rome  in  his  infancy,  and, 
upon  arriving  at  the  estate  of  his  man- 
hood, became  a  Roman.  He  was  a  fighter 
and  a  writer  of  some  note.  His  friend 
Brutus  asked  him  one  morning  how  many 
eggs  he  had  eaten  for  breakfast,  and  he 
replied  "  Et  tu.  Brute  !"  His  friend  be- 
came enraged  at  being  called  a  brute,  and 
stabbed  Cesar  quite  dead. 

Mahomet — Author  of  the  Koran,  an  ex- 
citing romance  which  he  wrote  in  the 
Mammoth  Cave  at  Mecca.  He  was  the 
author  of  a  religious  creed  with  which  he 
stufled  Turkey,  and  tried  to  get  up  a  broil 
in  Greece,  but  failed.  Many  of  his  earlier 
followers  suffered  great  persecution. 
Some  of  them  were  bound  in  Morocco, 
and  burned  at  the  stake.  He  had  three 
temples  while  living — one  at  Mecca,  and 
one  on  either  side  of  his  head. 

Gen.  Duke,  of  Wellington— An  officer 
of  the  British  army.  Mr.  Longfellow 
makes  honorable  mention  of  him  as  the 
"Warden  of  Cinque  Ports."  Cinque 
means  five,  and  he  was  the  protector  of 
five  principal  ports,  or  strategical  points, 
unually  denominated  the  Five  Points. 
He  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age  and  die<'. 

Grey  Fawkes— A  warm-hearted,  impul 
sive  Pinglishman,  who  believed  the  Par- 
liament too  good  for  thif!  earth  and  devised 
an  expeditious  method  of  elevating  the 
members  to  a  better  sphere.  He  was  in 
terruoted  in  his  good  intentions,  but  for 
which  circumstance  he  doubtless  would 
have  made  a  great  noise  in  the  world.  He 
was  executed  for  his  disinterested  be  evo- 
lence,  and  was  subsequently  burned  in  a 
place  called  EflBigy. 

Bonaparte  I — A  harum-scarum  sort  of 
fellow,  who  occupied  a  position  of  con- 
siderable responsibility  in  the  French  na- 
tion. The  impression  went  abroad  that 
he  was  ambitious,  which  damaged  his  re 
putation  materially.  He  gained  the  re- 
spect and  admiration  of  the  French  nation, 
because,  happily,  he  was  not  a  French- 
man. When  asked  if  he  thought  he  could 
rule  France,  he  replied,  "of  Corsican." 
The  close  of  his  life  was  not  as  britrht  as 
its  beginning,  but  there  was  more  of  it  in 
a  narrow  compass. 

Peter,  the  Hermit — Pete  was  principally 
notorious  for  stirring  up  a  little  difficulty 
between  the  Christians  and  Mohammed- 
ans, which  extended  over  a  period  of 
thirty  years,  resulting  in  numerous  excur- 
sions by  land  and  water,  uuder  the  fasci- 
nating title  of  the  Crusades.  The  Hermit 
was  an  itinerant  lecturer,and  had  he  lived 
in  our  day  he  would  probably  have  turned 
his  attention  to  humor,  thereby  saving  a 
deal  of  bloodshed.  The  Crusades  turned 
out  like  the  author  of  the  creed  they  were 
intended  to  annihilate — a  false  profit. 

Plutarch — I  only  know  this  gentleman 
by  reputation  He  is  always  sp(>ken  of  in 
the  plural  number.  "  Plutarch's  Lives  "  is 
a  common  expression,  but  how  many  there 
were  of  him  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  I 
Bismarck — Vulgarly  termed  "  Old  Biz."  ! 
A  modern  hero,  but  very  illiterate.  He 
formerly  signed  his  name  with  a  capital 
X,  above  and  beneath  which  were  written 
the  words  "  his  mark."  In  consequence  of 
this  the  sobriquet  of  Hismark  was  bestowd 
upon  him,  but  was  afterwards  corrupted  to 
Bismarck.  He  played  for  Prussia  and 
made  a  Count. 

Lord  Nelson — The  hero  of  Trafalgar,  a 
sea  faring  and  a  far  seeing  man.  He  said, 
upon  going  Into  an  action,  England  ex- 
pected every  man  to  pay  his  duty.  He 
knew  they  were  a  rascally  set,  and  would 
run  the  blockade  if  they  could.  Warfare 
was  his  occupation  on  the  high  sea,  and  he 
enjayed  nothing  but  wharf  air  when  he 
was  in  port.  In  his  early  youth  he  was  a 
long  time  in  doubt  whether  a  nautical  life 
would  suit  him  or  not.  Finally  he  went 
to  see.  The  British  lady  who  addressed  a 
poem  to  Nelson  and  spoke  of  his  "  low- 
lying  sailors,  down,  down  'neath  the 
waves,"  had  never  been  among  the  low, 
lying  sailors  in  Water  street.  New  York, 
or  she  would  not  have  said  what  she  did.

Our  Kevi'ldtlonary  Progress. 

Two  results  of  a  war  of  sections— 1. 
The  subjection  of  a  part  of  the  States  of 
the  Union  to  th<!  absolute  iMiniinitioa  of 
the  other  part ;  and  2.  The  elevation  of 
one  branch  of  the  legislative  power  in  the 
Federal  Government  to  a  condition  of  en- 
tire independence  of  its  co  ordinate  branch, 
and  to  the  virtual  extinguishment  of  the 
minority — have  not  existed  without  their 
appropriate  consequences.  However 
wisely  or  unwisely  men  u.se  the  power 
that  they  have  acquired,  they  do  not  have 
it  long  in  their  jiossession  without  arriv- 
ing at  the  belief  that  it  is  safer  in  their 
hands  than  it  could  be  in  the  hands  of 
others ;  from  which  state  of  mind  the  dis- 
tance is  not  great  to  the  conclusion  that 
they  are  the  persons  to  whom  it  legiti- 
mately belongs. 

The  results  which  we  have  pointed  out 
have  produced  two  distinct  although  cog- 
nate tendencies  in  the  party  in  posses- 
sion of  the  Government :  1.  A  tendency 
to  centralization — to  absorb  the  power  of 
the  States,  and  to  make  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment supreme  in  local  as  in  national 
affairs  ;  2.  A  tendency  to  strip  the  execu 
live  and  judicial  branches  of  the  central 
government  of  their  proper  functions  with 
a  view  to  the  enhancement  of  t!ie  author- 
ity of  the  legislative.  These  are  revolu- 
tionary tendencies,  and  either  of  them  al- 
lowed to  operate  without  restraint  would 
work  a  radical  change  in  the  character  of 
government  ia  the  United  States,  and  in 
the  normal  relation  between  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  governed,  as  they  were  fixed 
by  the  Ctmstiiution. 

It  is  not  to  be  believed  that  a  majority, 
or  even  a  large  minority,  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States  are  in  favor  of  swh  a 
revolution  as  would  take  place  under  the 
oi>eration  of  these  ideas  ;  but  R  does  not 
require  a  majority  of  the  whole  to  work 
a  revolution.  Revolutions  are  wrought, 
not  so  much  by  the  agreement  of  the 
many,  as  by  the  activity  of  the  few.  The 
American  revolution  was  fomented  by 
comparatively  a  small  number  of  persons, 
and  it  was  not  till  things  were  brou  rht  to 
such  an  issue  that  men  were  compelled  to 
choose  their  sides,  that  the  masses  acceded. 
So  the  leaders  of  the  secession  movement 
found  it  necessary  to  precipitate  and  break 
the  peace  in  order  to  secure  that  unani 
mity  without  which  active  operations 
would  have  been  imi)ossible.  Men  allow 
themselves  to  be  impelled  by  their  party 
leaders  into  the  support  of  measures 
which,  left  to  themselves,  they  would  rot 
approve ;  and,  with  the  best  intentions, 
became  the  implements  by  which  great 
wrongs  are  committed.  A  small  number, 
sure  of  their  idea,  and  ready  to  use  every 
available  means  to  carry  it  into  practical 
efttct,  will,  if  they  persist,  scarcely  fail,  in 
the  end,  to  be  successful. 

The  revolutionary  party  in  the  United 
States  has  in  its  pos.session  all  the  institu- 
tional means  essential  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  its  purposes.  It  is  in  possession 
of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment so  ab.«olutely  as  to  be  independent 
of  the  assent  of  the  executive  and  of  the 
dissent  of  the  judicial  branches.  It  has 
encroached  upon  both  the  executive  prov- 
ince and  the  judicial  to  the  extent,  in  re- 
spect to  the  former,  of  stripping  it  of  a 
large  section  of  its  Constitutional  authori- 
ty, and,  in  respect  to  the  latter,  to  the  pas- 
sage of  laws  to  divest  it,  in  particular 
cases,  of  its  legitimate  jurisdiction.  It 
regularly  exercises  the  discretion  of  ad 
muting  or  rejecting  members  of  Congress 
upon  the  basis  of  its  own  interest,  and 
without  regard  either  to  their  Counstitu- 
tioual  qualifications,  or  to  the  standards 
which  itself  has  established. 

It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  while  the 
Republican  piiriy  stands  charged,  by  its 
own  organs,  wiui  every  form  of  practical 
misgovernment :  revolutionary  tendencies, 
encroachments  upon  the  liberties  of  the 
people,  inattention  to  aflairs  of  importance 
to  the  general  well-being,  extravagance  in 
its  expenditures,  and  personal  corruption 
of  the  most  flagrant  character,  it  exhibits 
little  symptoms  of  disintegration.  Those 
of  its  organs  which  are  most  free  to  ex- 
pose its  errors  and  condemn  its  misdeeds, 
are  none  the  less  assiduous  to  represent  it 
as  the  only  party  in  whose  hands  the  pub- 
lic interest  can  be  safely  reposed,  or  to 
visit  with  the  severest  censures  all  who 
1  manifest  any  disposliion  tv>  desert  its  ranks, 
to  obstruct  its  operations,  or  to  defeat  the 


was  no  act  of  the  dictator  Cromwell  in 
which  the  people  more  generally  and  cor- 
dially acquiesced  than  their  expulsion 
from  their  seats,  and  the  closing  c>f  the 
doors  of  the  House  of  Parliament  in  their 
faces. 

It  is  a  great  misfortune  to  the  people  of 
the  United  States  that  the  present  Con- 
gress is,  to  so  great  an  extent,  made  up  of 
the  old  materials — of  men  who  have  cul- 
tivated disregard  of  the  right — and  who, 
if  they  ever  had  a  clear  conception  of  the 
spirit  of  a  free  government,  have  long 
since  parted  from  it  forever.  A  Congress 
of  new  material,  even  had  it  come  from 
the  tame  party,  would  have  been  a  change 
of  almost  incalculable  value.  There 
would  have  been  less  audacity  in  wrong 
doing.  A  period  of  scholarship  would 
have  been  retiuired  to  have  educated 
another  set  of  men  to  the  same  indiffer- 
ence to  consequences  for  which  the  pres- 
ent is  so  unhappHy  distinguished. — Mi.s- 
aouri  RipuUifnii.

The  Repnise  of  Grant. 

The  first  struggle  of  Gen.  Grant  when 
he  assumed  command  of  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  was  with  an  armed  enemy  in 
the  wilderness  of  Virginia.  A  fierce  and 
bloody  contest  followed,  but  his  resources 
as  a  General  were  suflScient  to  cope  with 
the  enemy,  protected  though  that  enemy 
was  by  the  forests.  He  came  out  victori- 
ous, although  the  eflort  came  near  de- 
stroying his  army.  He  gained,  however, 
the  prestige  of  success,  which  strengthen- 
ed him  for  future  battles.  Grant  having 
stepped  from  General  to  President,  finds 
himself  in  his  new  field  of  labors  in  a  fierce 
struggl '  with  the  politicians  of  the  party 
which  elected  him  Chief  Magistrate.  At 
the  very  outset  of  his  term  hie  is  engaged 
in  a  war,  while  less  bloody  than  that  in 
the  Wilderness,  yet  it  has  tested  his  capac- 
ity to  the  utmost,  and  proved  to  be  far 
more  serious,  not  only  to  himself,  but  also 
to  his  administration.  In  fact,  it  has  al- 
ready resulted  in  a  repulse,  an  inglorious 
defeat,  and  compefled  him,  at  the  very 
threshold  of  his  rresidential  term,  to  se- 
riously consider  the  question  whether  he 
shall  not  unconditionally  surrender  him- 
self into  the  hands  of  the  unscrupulous  pol- 
iticians. 

President  Grant  started  off  with  declara- 
tions fcr  reform  in  the  collection  of  the 
revenue,  opposition  to  all  plundering  and 
corruption  in  official  positions,  for  econo- 
my, and  a  strict  accountability  in  all  de- 
partments of  the  Government.  It  was  an- 
nounced that  his  first  move  would  be  made 
upon  the  whisky  rings,  Indian  rings. 
Treasury  rings  and  revenue  rings,  which 
have  been  eating  out  the  substance  of  the 
people  for  several  years  past,  and,  with 
the  assistance  of  Congress,  swelling  our 
national  debt.  As  a  move  against  the 
Indian  ring,  he  placed  ex-Governor  Cox, 


plele  victory  of  the  politicians  and  rings  ? 
This  is  the  dilemma  which  he  is  now 
placed  in,  and  on  his  decision  rests  the 
question  of  failure  or  success  of  his  admin- 
istration.— New  York  Citizen. 

HOME,  FARM  AND  GARDEN. 

— The  number  of  milch  cows  in  Massa- 
chusetts, a  year  ago,  is  stated  at  147,286. 

— A  correspondent  of  the  New  England 
Fanner  says  he  raised  thirty  heads  and 
6,441  kernels  of  oats  from  one  kernel  of 
seed. 

— A  I  ght  coating  of  linseed  oil,  applied 
frequently,  is  a  benefit  to  planes,  wood 
gauges,  etc.,  but  should  not  be  used  upon 
metals.  Almost  any  kind  of  animal  oil 
may  be  applied  to  steel,  providing  it  con- 
tains no  salt. 

— To  Stew  Cabbage— Parboil  in  milk 
and  water,  and  drain  it ;  then  shred  it,  put 
it  into  a  stew-pan,  with  a  small  piece  of 
butter,  a  small  teacupfol  of  cream,  and  sea- 
soning, and  stew  lender ;  or  it  may  be 
stewed  in  white  or  brown  gravy. 

— The  Scientific  American  informs  the 
ladies  that  if  they  would  have  corned  beef 
juicy  after  it  is  cold,  and  not  as  dry  as  a 
chip,  they  should  put  it  into  boiling  water 
when  they  put  it  on  to  cook,  and  they 
should  not  take  it  out  of  the  pot  when 
done,  until  cold. 

— Boiling  water  should  be  poured  all 
ov«'r  the  inside  of  a  goose  or  duck,  before 
you  prepare  them  for  cooking,  to  take  out 
the  strong  oily  taste.  Let  the  fowl  l)e 
picked  clean,  and  wiped  dry  with  a  cloth, 
insiile  and  out;  fill  the  body  and  crop  with 
stuffing.  If  you  prefer  not  to  stuff  it,  put 
an  onion  inside ;  put  it  down  to  the  tire, 
and  roast  it  brown.  It  will  take  about 
two  hours  and  a  half. — Excluinge. 

— J.  B.  Johnson,  of  Alton,  111.,  says  that 
peaches  can  be  protected  from  frost  by 
building  fires  in  the  orchard  when  there  is 
danger  of  heavy  frost.  He  kept  fire  in 
his  orchard  for  five  nights,  and  during  two 
or  three  sleety  days.  He  builds  the  fires 
every  two  or  three  rods  on  the  windward 
side  of  the  trees.  He  had  the  largest  crop 
of  any  one  in  his  section,  and  attributes 
his  success  to  the  fires. 

— All  cloths  subject  to  be  stained,  such 
as  table  linens,  napkins,  children's  clothes, 
towels,  etc.,  ought  to  be  examined  before 
being  put  into  any  wash  mixture  or  soap 
suds,  as  these  render  the  stain  permanent. 
Many  stains  will  yield  to  good  washing  in 
pure  soft  warm  water.  Alcohol  will  re- 
move almost  any  discoloration.  Almost 
any  stain  or  iron  mould,  or  mildew,  may 
be  removed  by  dipping  in  moderately 
strong  citric  acid,  then  covering  with  salt 
and  keeping  in  the  sun.  This  may  re- 
quire to  be  repeated  many  times,  but  with 
us  has  never  failed.

The  following  article  from  the  French 
newspaper  La  Ferme,  will  be  read  with 
interest.  It  suggests  one  of  the  most  sim- 
ple remedies  for  hydrophobia,  being  at  the 
same  time  preventive  and  curative.

"  Dr.   Buisson  being  called  to  assist  a 
subject  of  hydrophobia  who  approached 
the  final  crisis  of  the  disease,  bled  her  and 
wiped  his  hand  on  a  hudkerchief  with 
the  saliva  of  the  dying  woman.     On  the 
first  finger  of  the  left  hand  he  had  a  small 
contusion  where  the  skin  was  broken.    He 
was  immediately  cognizant  of  his  thought- 
lessness ;  but  trusting  to  the  process  which 
he  had  but  recently  discovered,  he  ctm- 
tented  himself  with  washing  himself  with 
water.    "  Believing,"  says    Dr,    Buisson, 
"  that  the  disease  did  not  make  its  appear- 
ance until  the  fortieth  day,  and  having 
many  patients  to  visit,  I  put  off  taking  my 
remedy    from   day  to  day,  that  is,  the 
steam  baths.     Ou  the  ninth  day,  as  I  was 
in  my  chamber,  I  felt  all  at  once  a  pain  in 
my  throat,  and  still  a  greater  one  in  my 
eyes.    My  body  felt  so  light  that  I  thought 
that  if  I  were  to  jump,  1  would  be  able  to 
throw  myself  to  a  prodigious  height,  or 
by  holding  on  a  window  frame  1  could 
sustain  myself  in  the  air.    My  hair  was 
so    sensitive    that    it    seemed     to    .me 
that  I  could  count  every  one  of  them 
without     seeing      them ;      my      mouth 
watered  constantly ;  the  impression  caused 
!  by   contact  with  the  air  made    me  feel 
j  horribly,  and  I  avoided  all  brilliant  bodies. 
1  I  had  a  constant  desire  to  run  and  bite, 
I  not  men,  but  animals,  and  all  that  which 
'  surrounded  me.    It  hurt  me  to  drink,  and 
I  I  have  noticed  that  the  sight  of  water 
tired  me  more  than  the  pain  in  my  throat. 
I  believe  that  a  patient  of  hydrophobia 
can  always  drink 'by  closing  the  eyes. 
The  fits  came  every  five  minute,",  and  I 
felt  then  the  pain  start  from  the  first  fintjer 
and  run  along  the  nerves  to  th«  shoulder. 
Thinking  that  my  means  were  only  a  pre- 
ventive and  and  not  a  curative  one,  I  took 
a  steam  bath,  not  with  the  intention  of 
healing  myself  but  to  suffocate  myself. 
When  the  bath  reached  the  heat  of  57 
degrees  centigrade  all  the  symptoms  dis- 
appeared as  if  by  magic.    Afterward,  I 
never  felt  anything  more.    I  have  attend- 
ed more  than  eighty  persons  bitten  by 
mad  dogs.    All  have  been  saved  by  this 
method. 

When  a  person  has  been  bitten  by  a 
mad  dog  he  must  be  made  to  tat^e  seven 
steam  baths,  one  each  day ;  Russian,  for 
instance,  of  57  to  63  degrees.  This  is  a 
preservative  remedy.  When  the  disease 
makes  its  appearance  only  one  steam  bath 
is  necessary,  raising  the  temperature 
hastily  to  57  degrees  centigrade,  and  after- 
ward slowly  to  63  degrees.  The  patient 
should  be  well  confined  to  hie  room  until 
completely  cured. 


party  is  placed  before  the  people  in  the  at

and  which  Congress  may,  at  any  time,  sus-  { 
pend  or  abolish.      Therefore   it  is    that  \ 
among    the    ablest,     most    active,    most  !

majority,  it  is  practically  held  that  the 
powers  of  Congress  extend  to  everything 
— from  the  regulation  of  the  manner  in 
which  individual  citizens  shall  enter  into 
private  contracts  with   each   other  to  the 
making  and   ttnmaking  of  a  State  consti- 
tution.

—Cranberry  Pie.— Some  make  them 
open,  like  a  custard  or  squash  pie.  This 
is  g<<od,  but  not  so  good  as  to  cover  like 
an  apple  pie.  Do  not  stew  the  berries,  as 
some  do,  before  baking,  but  slit  each  berry 
with  a  knife.  This  will  preserve  the  fresh- 
ness of  the  fruit,  which  is  quite  an  im- 
portant thing.  A  coffee  cupful  of  berries 
and  an  equal  quantity  of  white  sugar  will 
make  a  medium  sized  pie.  Those  who 
like  a  sweet  pie,  should  have  more  sugar, 
also  more  berries  if  desired.  Bake  as  usu- 
al. A  little  flour  sprinkled  over  the  fruit 
gives  it  a  thicker  consistence.  One  thing 
should  not  be  forgotten— add  a  small  tea- 
cupful  of  water.  We  will  give  the  recipe 
in  short :  One  coffee  cupful  of  slit  ber- 
ries ;  the  same  quantity  ot  white  sugar ; 
half  the  same  quantity  of  water,  with 
a  little  flour  added  or  not.  This  is 
one  of  the  ver}'  best  pies  for  variety  in  the 
whole  course  of  cookery.  It  is  good  look- 
ing as  well  as  good  eating. — Excliamje. 


•r  more.  Prices  of  sheep  have  declined 
slightly  in  certain  sections,  and  advanced 
in  others.  In  districts  where  merino  stock 
monopolizes  the  sheep  walks,  the  decline 
is  general,  and  in  some  sections  aeavy  re- 
turns of  swine  corroborate  thoue  of  last 
fall,  showing  the  comparative  numbers  of 
fattening  hogs,  and  mark  a  ver,r  decided 
reduction,  amounting  to  15  percent.

The  politicians  refused  to  listen 
to  either,  and  Grant's  .  hesitancy    made 
them  all  the  more  persistent  in  their  de- 
mands, until  the  pressure  was  so  strong 
and  so  loud  that  he  yielded,  and  sent  to 
the  Senate  the  name  of  Boutwell.    Could 
General  Grant  to-day  look  into  the  private 
meet!nj:8  of  the  politicians  and  the  plun- 
derirg  rings,  and  witness  the  rejoicing 
and  elation  over  their  success,  he  could 
not  fail  to  see  how  completely  he  has 
been   thwarted   in  his  proposed  reforms 
and  his  plains  for  the  honest  collection  ot 
the  revenue.    These  rings  have  defeated 
him   on  the  start,  and  by  their  victory 
have  obtained  additional  strength,  a  com- 
mand of  the  situation,  and  the  material 
which  will  give  them  all  the  advantage  in 
the    next    contest    with    the    President.

Feeding  Bees. 


Those  who  have  empty  drone  combs 
will  find  them  convenient  and  useful  in 
feeding  rye  or  oat  meal  to  their  bees.  Fill 
the  ceils  on  one  side  of  such  comb  with 
meal,  and  set  it  slanting  within  the  shelter 
of  an  open-end  box,  and  the  bees  will 
carry  off  the  meal  with  comparatively 
little  waste.  To  attract  the  bees  to  the 
place,  some  diluted  honey  poured  in  an 
empty  comb,  should  be  placed  in  a  box  a 
few  days  pitviou;?,  and  removed  when 
the  meal  feeding  is  to  commence.  The 
edges  of  the  cells  appear  to  furnish  the 
bees  with  the  requisite  support  and  facili- 
ties for  quickly  forming  the  pellets  into 
which  they  shape  the  meal  when  packing 
it  in  their  baskets. 

Where  a  colony  of  bees  is  to  be  fed  to 
keep  it  from  starving,  it  must  be  done  im- 
mediately when  it  is  discovered  that  im 
pending  want  exists,  and  continued 
regularly,  plentifully  and  perseveringly, 
until  the  opening  season  enables 
the  btes  to  supply  themselves  from 
natural  sources.  Yet  food  should  not  be 
furnished  so  lavishly  at  any  time  as  to  in- 
duce the  bees  to  store  it  up  in  the  cells  in 
quantity,  or  lead  to  a  premature  produc- 
tion of  brood  There  is  nothing  gained 
in  having  young  bees  mature,  in  a  tolers 
ble  populous  colony,  mnch  in  advance  of 
the  usual  honey  gathering  season.  The 
heat  of  the  hive  will  tempt  them  to  fly  out 
atjunpropitious  moments,  and  many  will 
be  chilled  and  lost.  Far  better  retard 
brooding  to  a  latter  jieriod,  so  as  to  have 
the  working  force  of  colony  in  full  strength 
and  continuous  vigor,  just  when  the  usu- 
ally profuse  supplies  of  nature  can  furnish 
emph)ymcnt  to  unlimited  numbers. 

Those  who  resort  to  stimutative  feeding 
usually  begin  too  early,  and  feed  t-x)  liber- 
ally. In  tlie  Middle  States  it  is  early 
enough  to  begin  about  the  first  of  April, 
and  administer  small  doses,  sa}'  a  spoonful, 
of  diluted  honey,  in  the  evening  of  alter- 
nate dayp,  at  the  mouth  of  the  hive. — 
American  Bee  Journal. 


Passing  along  the  street  the  other  day, 
the  writer's  curiosity  was  excited  by  see- 
ing a  small  house  on  the  sidewalk.  Was 
it  a  model  of  some  famous  man'n  domicil, 
or  had  it  been  used  in  a  political  proces-

Or  was  it  put  there  as  a  sample  of  how 
houses  should  be  built?  On  examination, 
the  writer  found  that  the  roof,  sides  and 
fioor  were  covered  with  compaced  paper 
or  pasteboard,  saturated  with  tar  and  im- 
pervious to  air  and  water,  and  a  non-con- 
ductor of  heat  and  cold,  making  it  cool  in 
summer  and  warm  in  winter,  and  pro- 
tecting the  house  against  vermin.  It  is 
put  on  the  studs  without  sheathir  g  boards, 
or  on  the  sheathing  boards  bef  >re  clap- 
boarding,  or  on  the  inside  of  the  studs  be 
fore  lathing,  or  on  the  lath,  and  papered 
instead  of  plastering,  like  any  wf.ll,  on  the 
joists  under  the  floors — to  keep  (.)Ut  cold 
and  noise — and  on  roofs,  under  shingles  or 
slates,  or  instead  of  felt  for  a  grivel  roof. 
And  it  is  so  cheap  that  a  house  '.J5  feet  by 
50,  and  20  feet  high,  can  be  covered  with 
it,  and  made  air  and  water  tight,  and  as 
warm  as  a  brick  house,  for  about  twenty- 
five  dollars.

Agrienltoral  Report. 

Washington,  March  14. 
The  monthly  report  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  February  shows  that 
horses  have  increased  slightly  in  most  of 
the  Western  and  Southern  States,  but 
very  little  in  the  Middle  and  Eastern 
Sihles — not  enough  to  keep  pace  with  the 
increase  of  population  in  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board States.  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missou- 
ri, Inwa,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  and  the 
Pacific  Coast  States,  exhibit  the  largest 
increase.  That  the  numbers  are  not  equal 
to  the  demand  is  shown  by  the  general 
though  small  advance  in  prices.  The  in- 
crease of  mules  is  also  slow  in  c  mparison 
with  the  rapid  aggregation  of  j'  pulation, 
and  the  range  of  prices  appyears  to  be 
higher  than  last  year.  Returns  of  oxen 
and  other  cattle  point  to  a  positive  de- 
crease in  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  North 
Carolina,  Florida,  Texas,  Kentucky,  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Illinois— the  diminution 
amounting  to  5  per  cent,  in  the  latter 
State.  In  milch  cows  a  reduction  is  re- 
ported in  Texas,  Ohio,  and  Illinois,  and 
some  of  the  Southern  States.  A  general 
increase  in  prices  of  cattle  is  reported.  A 
reduction  in  the  number  of  sheep  appears 
to  be  general,  the  only  exceptions  being 
Rhode  Island,  Tennessee,  Missouri,  Min- 
nesota, Kansas,  and  the  Pacific  States. 
The  loss  cannot  be  much  less  than  10  per 
,  cent.    In  some  States  it  is  placed  at  100

TiiK  New  Fisu  Law.— For   the    benefit 
of  our  readers  interested,  wo  wjuld    inform 
them,    that   the    law    passed   by    the    last 
Legislature,  for  the    preservation   of  fish  in 
Scott  County,  i.s  now  in  force.     It  prohibits 
the  shooting,  spearing,  or  catching  or  killing 
of   iish,    in   any    manner  other  than  by    a 
single  hook  and  line,  in  any  of  the  lakes  of 
this  county,  or  waters,  marshes  or  streams 
connected  therewith,  from    the  l.'nh   day  of 
March  to  the  first  day  of  May,  of  each  and 
every   year.     The    fine  is   two    dollars    for 
every  fish    so  caught  or  killed — one  half  to 
be  paid  to    the   person  making    complaint.
